Members of the “Blue Sky” commit- 
tee of the Atlanta Chamber of Com- 
merce who have made personal inquiry 
and kept a close watch on newspaper 
reports, are authority for the state- 
ment that there has been a marked 
scarcity of fake stocks and fraudulent 
securities offered in Georgia since the 
agitation started by the chamber in 
the spring of 1912 in the effort to se- 
cure an éffective “blue sky” law for

this state. 

The committee had gone to the ex- 
tent of preparing a bill to be presented 
to the legislature, but when it found 
two prominent members had bills of 
their own, upon this subject, pending, 
the chamber decided to get in back of 
these. As a result of the agitation, 
while neither of these bills went

The effect of this enactmgnt has 
been noted in the fact that “blue sky” 
operators are evidently giving the state 
a wide berth. The committee realizes, 
howeyer, that the law is still far from 
suffelont to protect the public against 
all schemes of this class. 

What the chamber really wants en- 
acted in Georgia and what it will urge 
at the coming session of the general 
assembly is something on the order of 
the Kansas “blue sky” law, which ef- 
fectively bars all fraudulent securities 
by requiring that a full showing be 
made to an authorized state official, 
and prohibiting the sale of a stock or 
bond issue without his approval.

ject, Senator Root's amendment to 
make the constitutional amendment 
effective March 4, 1917, was defeated 
on a viva voce vote, but, by demand- 
ing a roll call, he got it before the 
senate again for further consideration. 
As a substitute, Senator Hitchcock 
proposed an amendment to let Wilson, 
Roosevelt or Taft have one six-year 
term under the new amendment. 

“When we except these persons from 
its operations we are making it en- 
tirely personal,” declared Senator 
Borah. “We practically would be 
amending the constitution for their 
convenience.”’ 

Senator Paynter then proposed an 
amendment to make the six-year term 
take effect in 1921. Senator Works, 
author of the original resolution, in- 
dorsed Senator Hitchcock's plan, 

Senator Clapp, progressive, took 
emphatic exception to his position. “It 
is a reflection on the senate itself,” 
he declared, “in our saying to the 
country that a great principle cannot 
pass this body unless three great par- 
tisan leaderg are recognized and cared 
for in the legislation. 

“If this change in our constitution 
is wise, and if this limitation is to be 
adopted, let us rise to the occasion and 
apply it to every man.” 

Urges Root Amendment. 

Senator Sutherland urged adoption 
of the Root amendment setting March 
4, 1917, as the date. This brought pro- 
test from Senator Puinaexter, progres- 
sive, who declared that if there was 
any danger of a man “perpetuating 
himself in office,” because of his “abil- 
ity and popularity,” as the friends of 
the single term claimed, that danger 
should be met by making the resolu- 
tion immediately effective. 

Senator Cummings favored and Sen- 
ator Lodge opposed the exemptions for 
Wilson, Roosevelt and Taft. 

Senator Williams, democrat, declared 
that the single-term proposal would 
probably be defeated by the states un- 
less Colonel Roosevelt were exempted 
from its provisions. 

“Whatever might be the motives of 
those who oppose the amendment,” 
sald Senator Williams, 
able to say to the people: 

“They are after one man's scalp; he 
received more than 2,000,000 votes of 
the American people, and now they are 
trying to make him ineligible.’

FREES CASTRO 


Venezuelan, Liberated Tempo- 
rarily; Engages Suite in 
Fifth Avenue Hotel.

Before the habeas corpus proceed- 
ings had been called the little Vene- 
zuelan issued a statement bitterly at- 
tacking the authorities at Washington 
for excluding him. 

“IT am glad I have finally found a 
judge who is willing to give. me jus- 
tice,” remarked Castro as he left the 
federal building. His lawyers an- 
nounced that he had accepted an tnvi- 
tation to speak on Wednesday night 
at a dinner of the Northwestern so- 
ciety, at which John Hays Hammond 
is to preside, and added that Mayor 
Gaynor had invited Castro to pay him 
a call. 

In hig statement issued before he 
appeared before Judge Holt, Castro 
described the decision of the depart- 
ment of commerce and labor ordering 
his deportation as “horribly repulsive 
and preposterous.”

“Atlanta has not a public comfort 
building -of any kind and the situa- 
tion is a disgrace to the community. 
Most of the hotels now charge for the 
use of their toilets with some kind of 
a nickel-in-the-slot arrangement. The 
old depot has been closed to ail save 
patrons of the railroads. When young 
men come to Atlanta from the coun- 
try and small towns they are com- 
pelled to enter saloons and as they 
are more or less timid they feel called 
upon to patronize the Dar.

NEWSPAPER POKER. 

Out of the Balkan-Turkish imbroglio 
there appears new emphasis to the news- 
papers of the world in the very practical 
role of offering to diplomacy and peace a 
novel and powerful weapon. At least 50 per 
cent of the negotiations that have proceed- 
ed between the two belligerents have been 
conducted through the channels of inter- 
national publicity. 

Story after story of the parleys between 
the peace emissaries has included this sig- 
nificant sentence: “This position has un- 
doubtedly been taken, or that sentence 
uttered, for the sake of the moral pressure 
upon the other party.” : 

In other words, the allies and Turkey 
have used the newspaper to carry on the 
world-old game of bluff, playing poker with 
each other on a gigantic scale and letting 
only such cards as they pleased appear to 
the public through press dispatches. Many 
of the fiery or disgruntled interviews cred- 
ited to Balkan or Turkish commissioners 
have unquestionably been put forth for the 
sake of “trying it on the dog.” Others have 
been artfully contrived with the purpose of 
influencing public sentiment in Europe. 
And it is probable that each move has ac- 
complished at least visible progress toward 
its destined end. 

The observer of average shrewdness has 
for a long time known that politicians and 
statesmen made canny use of the press to 
secure self-advancement, or to “try out” 
new causes or to educate people into novel 
policies. The employment of the newspaper 
as a preventive of war and a first-aid to 
diplomacy has not been so well recognized. 
In that the process makes for progress and 
a clearer understanding between nations it 
is to be welcomed. Incidentally, the more 
astute the press agent of the contending 
nations, the more likely is he to win tri: 
umphs for his client. 


PAID DEFENDERS. 


Judge L. S. Roan is likely to strike a 
responsive ohord when he approves the 
movement to supply indigent defendants 
with capable lawyers at the expense of the 
state. The issue has been agitated at va- 
rious times in Georgia, and might well be 
pushed to a successful conclusion. 

The accused man who possesses means 
enough to retain a first-class lawyer enters 
court with a materia] handicap over he who 
must depend-upon the court to designate a 
lawyer for his defense. 

There is little question that the average 
judge is moved by the desire to protect tne 
rights of every individual coming before 
his tribunal to the top of his ability. But 
it often happens that the exigencies of the 
situation force him to name for the defense 
either a very inexperienced lawyer or one 
with so many other demands upon his time 
that he is unable to give to the case the 
attention it deserves. 

The state pays lawvers of training and 
ability to prosecute cases. In the ends of 
simple justice, it seems that the state should 
aiso pay lawyers of similar equipment for 
the purpose of defense. This reform, to- 
gether with a revision of our judicial pro- 
cedure in those aspects proven weak or in: 
effectual, will redound to the benefit of 
society no less than to that of abstract 
justice itself. 


EXPLANATORY LIGHT. 


The political genius that has enabled 
the Irishman to play so conspicuous a part 
in the public affairs of America is partially 
illustrated in a recent bye-election in Lon- 
donderry, Ireland. As reported in ptess 
cables, so intense was the interest in the 
election that invalids, in some instances 
dying men, were brought to the polls; para- 


lytics hardly able to speak or move, were | 


given every facility to vote; voters were 
brought from America; an attempt was 
made even to vote dead men. 

From whicb it will be seen that the 
Irishman, on his native heath as in adopted 
countries, takes his politics with a concen- 
trated seriousness. In the specific instance, 
of course, there was the unusual incentive 
of the bitter wrangle over home rule. But 
given routine elections where a vital prin- 
ciple is involved, and the Irishman is quick 
to recognize and use his right of franchise. 

In the essential analysis, the trait is a 
valuable one. It indicates an alertness, a 
determination and a keenness of civic con- 
science that makes in the end for good govy- 
ernment. It may be carried to extremes, 
at times, but better this than the apathy 
and indolence that has so often in the past 
imposed crooked or indifferent government 
upon American cities and states. 

Whatever complaint may be leveled at 
the method, it should in justice be said that 
not the Irish alone who invoke it -n 
admirable phases. And once the

T once asked Chauncey M. Depew, in the 
closing year of his first term as United 
States senator, If he carefully prepared’ and 
committed to memory 
the public addresses, po- ae 
litical and others, 
which he delivered. 

“My habit in the 
preparation of my ad- 
dresses,” Senator ‘De- 
pew replied, “is one 
which my early expe- 
rience taught me to be 
the only one upon 
which I could rely. I 
do carefully prepare all 
of my addresses ex- 
cepting those which are 
just spoken offhand. I 
dictate them to my 
stenographer. After 
they are in type I caré- 
fully revise them, but 
unless I am to make a 
formal address before some learned body I 
do not read by manuscript notes. It usually 
kills a speech to read It. 

“But while I: have an excellent memory 
for names, faces, events and for many of 
the law cases that are in the books, I am 
singularly devoid of the power of verbal 
memorizing. It is very difficult for me to 
memorize a poem, and it would be almost 
impossible for me to commit to memory an 
entire speech. 

“For this reason, I get the gist of my 
manuscript fairly well fixed in mind and 
with that as a basis my public speeches are 
extemporaneous. That is the reason why so 
many people have said to me, ‘Senator, we 
heard you speak and we read the report of 
your address and find there is a great dif- 
ference between them. To these friends I 
have always replied, ‘There may be a dif- 
ference In verbal arrangement or expression, 
but not in thought.””’ 

“T have heard that Senator Conkling 
always carefully prepared his speeches and 
then committed them to memory,” I said. 

“That is correct,’ Senator Depew replied, 
“and committing one of his own speeches to 
memory always caused Conkling intense con- 
centration and prolonged labor. You remem- 
ber the great speech which he made in the 
Academy of Music at New York which re- 
quired three hours for its delivery. It was 
a wonderful exposition of art, for Conkling’s 
manner, his gestures and his entire attitude 
gave everyone the impression that he was 
speaking extemporaneously. But I know that 
he submitted himself to the prodigious work 
of committing that unusually long speech 
to memory, but it required many hours of 
intense mental concentration for him to do it. 

“Conkling’s gift was entirely different 
from that of William H. Seward. Seward 
possessed that unusual intellectual power 
which was so conspicuous a gift of Macaulay, 
the English essayist and historian. Both 
could imprint indelibly upon their memory 
page after page of manuscript or the printed 
word without any apparent mental effort. 

“The great speech which gave Seward his 
highest fame and which is called the ‘Higher 
Law’ speech was a work involving many 
days of intense labor. After the speech was 
written—and Seward wrote it all out in‘ his 
own hand—he read It over once, chiefly for 
the purpose of revision. That single reading 
photographed indelibly upon his mind every 
word exactly as it was written. 

“That, however, is a natural-born gift. 
It cannot be acquired. I think that William 
H. Seward was almost exceptional in this

I have been told that a single reading 
of his manuscript of a prepared address in 
his own handwriting-—-for Cleveland never 
learned the art of dictating—-was sufficient 
to imprint the entire speech with absolute 
accuracy upon his mind.”

The World’s ‘Mysteries 


WHO ORIGINATED THE 
APOSTLES CREED? 


Like so many others of the creeds, the 
prayers and the hymns that are on the lips 
of all Christians in our day, the author or 
the person who first gave to the world the 
Apostolic Creed has ever remained a mys- 
tery. Nothing more beautiful of its charac- 
ter has ever been arranged, and yet the 
name of the man who combined these beau- 
tiful thoughts is-unknown to us. 

This creed, which is repeated the world 
over by the Christians, {s the briefest of 
the so-called ecumenical creeds. In its pres- 
ent form it cannot be traced to a period fur- 
ther back than the sixth, or the end of the 
fifth century. On the other hand, it can be 
proven that before that time this form of 
the symbol was nowhere used officially in 
any church. It most Ikely originated about 
500. In its present form it is first found 
in a sermon of Caesarius of Arles, who died 
in the year 542. 

Two considerations are against its Roman 
origin. First, it is not found in Rome until 
the middle ages, many centuries after its 
attestation by Caesarius. Second, from the 
end of the fifth, or the beginning of the 
sixth century until the tenth the Nicaeno- 
Constantinopolie4n creed in Greek was used 
in Rome. A shorter creed, but not the 
Apostles’ Creed was also used. 

It is thought that the name Apostles was 


‘the middle 


applied tc it from a legend that each of the 
twelve apostles in a meeting before their 
separation contributed a sentence-to it. This 
legend appears as early as the “Explanatio 
symboli,” of Ambrose. The fact that the 
writer was aware it was divided into twelve 
articles, perhaps indicated that the legend 
that each apostle had contributed one of 
them was already known. 


Rufinus, a writer on the subject, although 
he does not explicitly assign each article to 
the authorship of a separate Apostle, he says 
that it was the joint work of all. and im- 
plies that the deliberation’ took place on the 
day of Pentacost. 


Prior to the Apostles’ Creed there were 
many other creeds or symbols used. The 
form, upon whichit was built. which is called 
by scholars the Old Roman Symbol, was 
in use in the Roman church between the 
years 150 and 175, and was originally writ- 
ten in Greek. The Athanasian Creed, once 
supposed to be the work of Athanasius, was 
certainly composed by some other hand. Tt 
probably originated in Gaul, not far from 
of the fifth century, but its 
author is not Known. 


The Nicaeno Creed was first adopted at 
@ Council of Nice, 326 A. D. The Creed of 
Chaleedon was a confession of faith de- 
clared by the fourth ecumenical council held 
451 A. D., at Chalcedon. The so-called Creed 
of Pope Pius IV is a statement of the doc- 
trines of the Roman Catholic church as es- 
tablished by the council of Trent. It was 
issued in 1564 by Pius IV as a bull. 


The Apostles, the Nicene, the Chalcedo- 
nian ‘and the Athanasian may be_sald to 
form the great Catholic creeds of the church. 
After the time of the last mentioned formu- 
la, there {ts no general symbol of faith that 
claims our attention till the period of the 
Reformation, but when the eye of free crit- 
icism and argument was turned upon Scrip- 
ture with the Reformation, new creeds and 
confessions began to spring up. When we 
repeat this beautiful Apostles’ Creed it seems 
a great pity that we can not attach to it 
the name of some one father of the church 
who was responsible for its making, for next 
to the Lord’s Prayer, the Apostolic Creed 
familiar to more people than anything else 
in Christian literature.

Why Does a Hen? 


(From “Topics of the Times,” in New York 
Times.) 


To raise a purely scientific, and therefore 
highly important, question, we are moved to 
ask why it is that a hen, after laying an egg, 
always proclaims her achievement by making 
a prolonged noise, easily audible to every- 
body and everything within half a mile of 
her—a noise, too, that is as easily interpreted 
as heard. 

The difficulty in answering this question 
lies in the fact that the hen's cacklings serve 
no readily imaginable purpose—of hers. On 
the contrary, they seem likely to be seriously 
injurious to what may be called her private 
interests, for they serve as notification to 
every living being fond of eggs—and hardly - 
any are not—that one of these precious stores 
of concentrated nutriment is to be had for 
the taking. To do that has at least the ap- 
pearance of being a foolishness excessive even 
for hens, and tending toward the extermina- 
tion, not the preservation, of that branch of 
the gallinaceous race. 

Of course, the common theory of this par- 
ticular hen song always has been that it ex- 
presses pride and exultation. Such an expla- 
nation. however, is so obviously and absurdly 
anthropocentric that only its wide acceptance 
makes it worthy of mention, and it can be 
mentioned only to be dismissed as vacuous. 

Many characteristics of hens recall their 
jungle origin, and presumably it is from for- 
ests of India, where the primordial hens still 
run wild, that they brought to domestication 
this mysterious habit. And it Is in the jun- 
gle, where enemies abound against which 
hens have no defense except silence, conceal- 
ment and flight, where practice of the cack- 
ling habit would seem to be even more dan- 
gerous than in the barnyard. But the dan- 
ger must be only seeming. In the case of 
hens, as of all other successful and surviy- 
ing creatures, whatever they do habitually 
and instinctively either has or once had a 
good and sufficient reason. 

To explain why dogs turn around three 
times, moré or less, before lying down (by 
preference on the best rug in the house), it is 
said, rather more gravely than convincingly, 
that deep in the dim recesses of the sub- 
cellar of thelr minds is the memory of tall, 
harsh grasses that needed to be broken down 
before sleep would be comfortable, and of 
snakes that it was well to frighten away. 
Perhaps there is of cackling an explanation 
as good as that—which wouldn't be saying 
much for it—but consultation of immediately 
available zoologists does not reveal that the 
problem has been even raised. It ought to be.
